Red Cross Relief To 
Prisoners Of War 


More than 70, 734 Americans ar*- 
prisoners of war and civilian intern­ 
ees in German and Japanese camps, 
more coming as land battles intensi­ 
fy. Basic needs of these captives are 
supplemental food and medical sup­ 
plies, news 
from home. 
American 
Red Cross seeks to furnish these es­ 
sentials to them. 
Germany abides by Treaty Pro­ 
visions allowing 
International 
Red 
Cross delegates to inspect camps, 
permitting mail to and from POWs. 
arranging f o r receipt of neutral 
shipments of relief supplies. Japan, 
not a treaty signatory, not so coop­ 
erative, has not permitted delegates 
to inspect all camps, has allowed 
only three shipments of supplies for 
distribution to Americans in prison 
camps. 
The situation is improving 
some. 


The International Red Cross Com­ 
mittee, Geneva, is the central POW 
clearing house, 
inspects 
camps as 
provided by Treaty, receives notice 
of POW status from all warring 
powers and forwards it to authori­ 
ties of the home nation, receives 
American Red Cross relief supplies 
and 
distributes to 
various 
prison 
camps, acts as agent for emergency 
cable messages regarding prisoners. 
The W ar Prisoners’ Aid Committee, 
YMCA, are responsible for recrea­ 
tional, educational, spiritual needs of 
prisoners, supply books, musical in­ 
strum ents, religious articles, sports 
and handicraft equipment, other sim­ 
ilar items. 


American Red Cross supplies are 
never in enemy hands. Food, med­ 
ical equipment, and other articles 
are shipped on Red Cross vessels un­ 
der care of International Red Crass 
delegates, re-shipped in sealed cars, 
trucks and ships for delivery by del­ 
egates to prison camp leaders, elect­ 
ed representatives by fellow POWs 
or senior officers in commissioned of­ 


ficers’ camps. The Camp Leader signs 
receipt card for entire shipment, is 
responsible for regular distribution 
to individual prisoners. Eich pack­ 
age contains individual receipt card 
for POW to sign 
and return to 
Geneva. 


Most items and supplies are deliv­ 
ered on regular basis in Europe. The 
Japanese situation is different but 
seems to be improving and subject 
to change. Definite receipt of three 
Far Eastern shipments is known and 
negotiations to place shipments on 
regular basis, similar to European, 
are under way now.

RUSS1A TO RAISE MORE 


OF OWN FOOD THIS YEAR 


Russia will produce still more of 
her own vitally 
needed food this 
year 
a result of 20,OOO tons of 
seeds that have been furnished by the 
United 
States 
f o r 
Soviet 
spring 
plantings, according to War Food 
Administration. The tonnage is the 
first half of a delivery agreed upon 
for this year. The seeds will be used 
in the Ukraine, for the most part, 
the richest Soviet Agricultural Dis­ 
trict, which, earlier in the war, was 
overrun to the extent of 150.000,000 
acres by the Nazis. During the Ger­ 
man retreat in 1943 and 1944, the 
Nazis carried out an effective policy 
of destruction of nearly 60,000,000 
acres. This seed help from the Unit­ 
ed States is made possible, incident­ 
ally, through the growth in this coun­ 
try of a practically new industry in 
America. In pre-war days, this coun­ 
try was primarily a seed im porter 
from European nations and never 
produced more than a fraction of 
the seed required to sow American 
crops. The war has radically chang­ 
ed this. Shipment of seeds to Rus­ 
sia means great savings in shipping 
space in contrast with the vessels 
required to move the finished food 
products that will be represented by 
the Soviet plants from these seeds.

MAN AND SIN 


God so loved the world that He gave His son to save men from 
sin. Christ came into the world to save men from sin. To this end 
He lived and to this end He died. The Holy Spirit was sent from 
heaven to unfold the gospel plan of salvation to men, which is God’s 
power to save them from sin. 


With all the three persons of the God-head have done for man, 
that he might be saved, nothing is availed unless man can be brought 
to consciousness of sin, led to repentance of sin, and is baptized for 
remission of sins. There is the human part in redemption as well 
as the divine. 


One tragedy of our ages is the general disregard for sin; man 
has lost his consciousness of guilt and separation from God by this 
terrible monster, sin no longer pricks the consciousness of man, 
causing the heart to pant after God as the hart for the cooling 
springs of the mountain. Man has forgotten that sin brought death 
into the world (Rom. 5:12); that sin separates man from God, the 
source of life (Isaiah 59:1-2); that sin enslaves man in bondage far 
worse than th at of the Israelites in Egypt, or of the Europeans un­ 
der Hitler (John 8:31-36); that sin provokes the wrath of God 
against disobedience (Rom. 2:3-9) (Eph. 5 :6 ); and th at finally, that 
sin damns the soul to an eternal separation from God, for which 
man himself is responsible, and from which he cannot be retrieved 
beyond death (Ezek. 18:20; Rom. 6:23). 


One may ask, “ Why has this generation lost its c nsciousness of 
sin and Its blighting effects?” Several answers may be involved. It 
takes time for reflection and consideration if one is to become con­ 
scious of his real condition. Our fast-living machine-age, with so 
many things to do and to be done, does not afford time for such 
meditation, reading of the scriptures, and se n -examination. Modern 
preaching, which has tended toward what it calls the “Social Gos­ 
pel,” has left sin and the blood of Christ out, thereby robbing its 
message of convicting and saving power. Materialism, \*hieh denies 
the imm ortality of the soul, has contributed to the numbing of the 
conscience to the destructive power of sin. Evolution as taught in 
our schools, and the fickle foolishness of the press have added to 
f^iig condition. 


Does the situation look hopeless? Emphatically, No! The Lord 
declared the Spirit should “ convict of sin” (John 16:7-11), which 
it began doing on Pentecost, and continued to do throughout apos­ 
tolic times, by preaching of the gospel message. Human nature is 
the same today as then; the gospel has the same power as then; it 
is simply a matter of persuading men to listen and reason for suf­ 
ficient time to give the gospel a chance to do its work. Not only is 
human nature the same, but the gospel is the same, it hag the -ame 
power today that it had then. The terms of pardon as announced 
by the Spirit filled Apostles are today the same simple, understand­ 
able, reasonable terms that they were then. To men convicted of 
sin by the preaching of the Apostles and who had asked this ques­ 
tion, “ Brethren, what shall we do?” the answer cam*1 simple and 
clear from the mouth of Peter, “ Repent ye, and be baptized every 
one of you in the name of Jesus Christ for the remission of your 
sins and ye shall receive the gift of the Holy Spirit.” (Acts 2:37-38) 


The task just now is that of making men conscious that rebellion 
against God, transgressing of His laws, failure to do His will, is 
S I N . 
Once man has anything like a conception of the magnitude, 
heinousness and terribleness of sin it will then bo relatively easy 
to persuade him to accept the remedy that God in His mercy has 
made possible through he I^ord Jesus Christ and His Gospel.
